any Debtor may be remov*'d by Habeas Corpus 


from any Goal in England; and if he can 
find the Warden Security for his forth-coming, 


is not confin'd within the Walls of the Priſon, 


but may take a Houſe or Lodgings in the 
Rules, and walk publickly in the Streets as 


far as they extend: Theſe Rules comprehend 


all Ludgate-Hill from the Ditch to the Old 
Baily on the North, and to Cocł-Alley on the 
South ſide of the Hill ; both ſides of the

he Body of the Fleet Prifon i is a F |

ſeveral of them have their Families with 
them. All manner of Proviſions are brought

many of them reliev'd with Money, and 
other Neceſſaries to accommodate them in 
their Return to their ſeveral Habitations. 
There were buried the laſt Year in this Hoſ- 
pital, 318 Perſons ; and remained then un- 
der Cure there, 550.

There are two Houſes belonging to this 
Hoſpital, the one in Kent-Street, call'd the 
Lock, and the other at Kingſland, whither 
ſuch unfortunate People as are afflicted with 
the French Diſeaſe are ſent and taken Care of, 
that they may not prove offenſive to the reſt; 
for ſurely more miſerable Objects never were 
beheld, many of them having their Noſes 
and great Part of their Faces eaten off, and 
become ſo noiſome frequently, that their 
Stench cannot be born, their very Bones 
rotting while they remain alive. 
This Hoſpital is govern'd by the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen, with abaut three 
hundred other ſubſtantial Citizens and Gen- 
tlemen of Quality, who generally become 
Benefactors: And from theſe, and their 
Friends, the Hoſpital has been enabled to 
ſubſiſt ſuch Numbers of infirm People, and 
perform thoſe ſurprizing Cures they have 
done; for the Patients are duly attended by 
the beſt Phyſicians - and Surgeons in London, 
and fo well ſupply'd with Lodging and Diet 
proper to their reſpective Caſes, that *

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fewer miſcarry here, in Proportion, than in England. 
the great Hoſpital of Invalids, and others the 


French ſo much boaſt of in Paris. |
